pERHAP a cold March day is not prope 
for exploring the mystery of the Ked Hills

I 
saw this and three other people saw it also 

‘*How do you do it ?”’ I asked 

“Tf I told you I’d lose my job. You'd take 
it on,’’ Mr. Phillips replied trenchantly 

Then he told me of how he and his men 
caught 1,016 rats in a night once at Romford 
And of how he caught a burglar in Lord 
Suffolk’s house in Wiltshire by hitting him on 
the head with an iron bar such a wallop it 
was, too’’—as he entered the library window 
at midnight and how, when they straightened 
out the body, they found it was the policeman 
‘But he was a burglar all the same and got a 
long stretch,’’ Mr. Phillips added 

Then he told me of the haunted house at 
Ben Rhydding, in Yorkshire, where he sat up 
five nights to catch rats which had scared the 
tenants away—'‘and Lord bless me if it wasn’t 
the ghost of a young female ! Saw her with my 
own eyes-—bunged herself in the lake every night 
at the spot where committed

A later biographer of Turner, Sir Walter 
Armstrong, tells us that he had long wished to

There are no visible remains of the earlier manor house at 
Glynde, It is likely to have been a timber-framed building, and 
probably nothing of it was left standing. William Morley built his 
new house of flint and Caen stone, no doubt USING ( halk rubbl fo the 
core of the wal] He adopted the enclosed courtyard plan, but his 
architect managed to give it a compactness and symmetry that were 
not realised in medizval or early Tudor houses. The date 1569 with 
William Morley’s initials is carved below the achievement of arms 
over the arch on the inner side of the entry in the west range (Fig. 6). 
\ sitting-room at the south end of the east range has two carved 
stone panels let into the wall flanking the fireplace, one of which 
bears the initials W.M. and the other has the date 1568. Glynde is 
thus a few years earlier than Wiston (1573-76) or Parham (begun in 
1577), to compare two other Elizabethan houses similarly situated be- 
low the Downs. But Firle Place, less than two miles away to the south- 
east, was already in existence, and, as recently shown in these pages, 
had been built by Sir John Gage, probably in Henry VIII's reign 

The east front of the house (Fig. 4) is the entrance front to-day. 
Coming up the village street, you turn in just beyond the church on 
your right, between massive yew hedges, and pass through the noble

Before the front of the house became the back, the central 
portion of the west range (lig. 3) will have been in the nature of a 
gatehouse. It has a plain four-centred arch under a label, above 
which there is a sunk panel carved with the arms of Morley impaling 
Pelham. On the far side of the court, axial to the entrance, there is a 
gabled porch (Fig. 8), which now opens into the middle of the hall but 
originally will have brought you into the screens passage at its south 
end, if the traditional arrangements were followed. In that case the 
hall will have been unusually small. It now takes in both bow win 
dows on the east front (Fig. 4). There is a gallery over the north 
ern portion, lighted at the end by the six-light window with transom 
seen on the left of Fig. 2. As that photograph shows, the hall range 
has a higher roof than the other three. The family’s rooms were in 
the east and north ranges; the south range contained the kitchen, 
offices and servants’ quarters.

Such was my introduction to the fantastic 
ruff at its fighting hill. Time passed, bringing 
further opportunity to study the mating 
behaviour of black game, which made me more 
than ever eager to see more of the ruff and make 
fresh comparison between the displays of these 
birds. 

Ruffs and reeves, I was told, were not so 
numerous as of old on Texel and in many other 
places, but near Baarn, a little south of Amster 
dam, there were still a fair number, particularly 
on the banks of the River Emm just outside the 
town. So to Baarn, early in May, a friend and I 
went. And here I must acknowledge my indebted 
ness to a local ornithologist, Dr. de Vries, who 
not only kindly conducted me and my friend 
to the spot but got permission from the farmer 
for us to go to and fro across his land, to say 
nothing of sitting on it for hours at a time. 

The river here is a broad, canal-like water 
way. It has locks at intervals and much traffic, 
mostly of the big barge type, goes up and down it 
The country around is as flat as only Holland 
can be. Some of the land is arable, but most of it 
consists of grassy polders divided by ditches 
tenanted by edible frogs, which sang to us in 
their musical monotonous croaking voices. The 
polders carried a surprising amount of stock 
wherever you looked there innumerable 
black-and-white cows 

The assembly pla es of the
